Four out of the 
five periods are usually 
filied with required classes 
such as math, English, 
science, social studies, and 
government, 

Lacey Stephan said he had 
some kids in his advanced 
math classes this year 
because it was the only class 
that fit into their schedule. 
Consequently, more students 
are struggling this year. 

The advanced students are 
inissing out as well. Take 
one advanced academic 
class and that leaves no time 
in your schedule for gym, 
band, spanish, and so forth. 

“In the long run the kids

O to Use Camp 


National Guard Training at 
Camp Grayling This Summer 


Camp Grayling, the large military reservation near 
Grayling, will host the biggest concentration of National 
Guard soldiers that has occurred for many years. Approx- 
imately 30,000 Guards and Reservists from Indiana, Ohio and 
Michigan will use the Camp between June and August for 15 
day periods. An additional 1000 Canadian Militia will be there 
in August. This will be an increase of 7,500 from 1981 and 
almost double the number that trained in Grayling just four 
years ago. . 

13,000 soldiers of the 38th “Cyclone” Infantry Division 
from Indiana and Michigan will train together at Camp 
Grayling in July. This will mark the first time that Division 
has trained together since 1973. Two 15 day Annual Training 
(AT) periods will be utilized in a three week time frame. This 
will allow for a one-week overlap of the AT periods. Head- 
quarters, 38th Division plans to conduct an extensive field 
training exercise (FTX) during the AT overlap period. Camp 
Grayling will be temporarily enlarged to provide adequate 
maneuver room for the FTX. 

Other major combat units that will use the Camp this 
year are the 107th Armored Cavalry Regiment, 16th 
Engineer Brigade and the 73d Infantry Brigade all from 
Ohio. Canadian Militia units include field artillery and 
reconnaissance regiments. 

Col J R Lippert the Michigan ARNG’s Camp Grayling 
Commander stated that several factors were responsible for 
the increased use the last four years. He felt one of the 
biggest factors is the cooperative attitude of the Camps AR- 
NG, State Civil Service and Federal Civil Service fulltime 
staff. The Camp Headquarters and the Grayling Chamber of 
Commerce have done a lot of public relations work the last 
four years getting commanders throughout the Midwest to 
realize Camp Grayling’s potential. The community and 
Camp personne} work together to make the reservation users 
feel welcome and important. 


Cot Lippert feels the Camp is a large factor in the - 


economy of Northern Central Michigan. ‘“‘Every increase of 
5,000 more troops that train here will alone leaves more than 
one million dollars in the area”’ he stated. The Camp is doing 
it’s best to help bring more Federal and out-of-state money 
into Michigan.

Some of the nine instruc- 
tors notified were senior 
members of the faculty. Kir- 
tland’s faculty have no 
tenure and the board picked 
areas where they felt part- 
time competent instructors 
could be hirgg. 

They passed over 
laboratory classes and other 
programs they felt could not 
be operated without a full- 
time instructor. 

A final decision concer- 
ning lay-offs should be made 
early this summer. The in- 
structors were notified 60 
days ahead of a possible lay- 
off date according to their 
contract. 

Bovee said the board 
hopes the cuts don’t have to 
be made but wanted to let 
the instructors know there 
are financial problems. 
Notifying all nine instructors 
where cuts could be made 
gives the board more options 
where the final decisions 
have to be made. 

Kirtland receives funding 
from the state, tuition fees, 
and a one-mill tax on its dis- 
trict property owners. 

The board voted to hike 
tuition fees $3 a credit hour 
and increase lab and course 
fees. The hike still leaves 
KCC’s tuition fees among the 
lowest in the state. The in- 
crease could raise about 
$90,000 extra next year but 
KCC’s other two sources of 
funds aren’t as easy to con- 
trol. 

State aid has dropped con- 
tinuously for three years and 
administrators are uneasy 
about counting on revenues 
from the state after 
executive cuts have reduced 
the amounts the college was 
told it would receive. 

Bovee said asking to raise 
the millage rate is out of the 
question right now. The 
college doesn’t even benefit 
from increased state equali- 
zations every year. The state 
reduces its aid accordingly 
as millage bringsinmore. . 

KCC does have some 
reverse funds - they’re using 
about $120,000 to make it 
through the rest of this year. 
But college officials want to 
stretch them out to last more 
than next year because they 
feel the economy in the state 
isn’t going to turn around in 
one year.

House Call: 
Emergency Calis 
When someone needs an 

ambulance, there’s no time 
to lose, fumbling for the tele- 
phone directory, looking up 
the emergency number, for- 
getting the address. Some- 
one having a heart attack, 
giving birth prematurely, in 
shock from broken bones or 
burns or other severe acci- 
dents needs help within 
minutes. The speed and effi- 
ciency of the caller could 
help save a life. 

Ambulances try to respond 
within four to six minutes in 

“most cities. That’s called a 
short response time, But 
what of the person who 
makes the call? Precious 
minutes could be wasted, if a 
person is not always pre- 
pared to make that call. 

If the emergency number 
is posted on or near the tele- 
phone, that’s a beginning. 
But are your name and ad- 
dress clearly printed in plain 
view, as well as the name of 
your doctor, the medication 
you take? Is your house 
number visible from the 
street, and are your streets 
marked? If you house or 
apartment is hard to find, 
are instructions for locating 
it written out? 


When you place an emer- 
gency call, don’t hang up un- 
til the operator tells you to do 
so. More information might 
be needed, and if you hang 
up, they might not be able to 
get back to you. 

Someone unable to unlock 
the door should tell the 
emergency operator that the 
door is locked so police can 

' be contacted to force entry 
for the emergency team. 

Buildings with elevators 
pose another problem. 
Someone should be stationed 
downstairs near the entran- 
ce to hold the elevator for the 
emergency team, and direct 
them to the proper apart- 
ment or office. The person 
should remain there in case 
additional help ts on the way. 
If possible, another person 
should be posted at the 
elevator on the floor of the 
office or apartment to have 
the elevator ready for the 
patient’s departure to the 
hospital, if that is necessary.

In an effort to keep both the 
current fiscal year budget balanced 
and prevent problems in the up- 
coming fiscal year (beginning Oc- 
tober 1), Milliken is calling for an in- 
come tax increase to 5.3 per-cent (up 


‘from the current 4.6 per-cent rate), 
further budget cuts of $450 million 


this year and the elimination of a 
state employee pay raise for 1983. 
Milliken said, in an unusual state- 
wide television address to the 
people, that Michigan’s continuing

The governor blamed two consecu- 


tive national recessions and high in- 


terest rates for plunging the state 
into depression. 
He said the situation of extraor- 


dinary cuts and the tax increase was 
-necessary and ‘‘if not met forcefully 
-and courageously will cripple this 
‘state for years and years tocome.” | 


The governor’s chief fiscal ad- 
visor, Management and Budget 
Director Gerald Miller, further war- 


. ned that if a program is not adopted 
. to balance the current year budget 
- and a 1983 budget is not adopted by 
. July, Michigan probably would not 
' be able to borrow $500 million need- 


ed to meet state payments on Oc- 
tober 1. 

That, he said, ‘‘would bring on the 
greatest chaos this state has ever 


seen.” 


Miller said the executive office 


‘ would be willing to compromise in 
any way to get a package, except in | 
terms of a temporary tax increase. 


That, he said, would not solve the 


problem for the 1983 fiscal year. 
: budget, nor would it deal with main- 
‘taining the transportation system 
_ or eliminating a cash flow deficit. 


The tax hike will not come easy. It 


"will have to be enacted by the Legis- 
~ lature, which faces the voters this

year as all 148 House and Senate 
seats are up for grabs. 

It is expected, however, that the 
Legislature will muster the 
necessary votes to carry the tax hike 
which Milliken would like to see take 
effect by April 1. 

Additionally, the Legislature will 
have to act to rescind the 5 percent 
state employee pay raise scheduled 
to take effect October 1. That 5 per- 
cent pay raise translates to around 
$55 million during the next fiscal 
year. 

The Senate and House Ap- 
propriations Committee will have 
the final say on the budget-cutting 
executive order. They can only ac- 
cept or reject the order. If they 
reject it, negotiations will follow for 
a revised order. 

The .7 per-cent income tax §in- 
crease would generate another $160 
miliion for the remainder of the 
current fiscal year. Of the total, 
$135 million would go to the general 
fund and $25 million would go for 
cash restoration to solve the state’s 
cash flow problems. 

The executive ‘order would 
eliminate fourth quarter payments 
to state colleges and universities 
($136 million), community colleges 


($30 million) and local governments | 


($58 million). . 

Fourth quarter school aid 
payments would also be eliminated 
for a savings of $35 million. 

Also, a part of the executive order 
will be a $3 million cut in payments 
to physicians, $50 million in depart- 
mental cuts and $70 million in em- 
ployee layoffs or savings. 

These extraordinary measures are 
being proposed by Milliken at a 
time when he could coast through 
the remainder of his term and then 
leave the problems for the next ad- 
ministration, 

Millliken has always faced 
problems head on and has chosen to 
continue doing so for the rest of 


.. 1982, Unfortunately, the first..13 


years of the Milliken administration 
will be overshadowed by one of the 
last major acts of his administration 
‘raising taxes. 

That is probably how he will be 
remembered.

New “‘Shining”’ 
Law Aimed 
At Poachers 


The new ‘shining law 
signed by Government Milli- 
ken last December 19 will be 
an effective tool in protect- 
ing Michigan wildlife from 
poachers, says Law Enfor- 
cement Division Chief Frank 
Qpolka. 

“Act 181, P.A. 1981 
prohibits the casting of spot- 
lights, headlights or any ar- 
tificial lights for the purpose 
of locating wild birds or 
animals, between the hours 
of 11 p.m. and 6 a.m.,” he 
says. ‘‘We believe the new 


i i i hal meat € 
legislation will help protect 


the Michigan deer herd and 
other wildlife from illegal 
hunting, and will also reduce 
the number of rural residen- 
ts’ complaints about shining 
on their property. 

“Act 181, to become effec- 
tive this April 1, amends the 
previous law which allowed 
shining as long as the per- 
sons involved were not 
carrying firearms,’ says 
Opolka. ‘‘However, too 
many poachers were finding 
ways around that restric- 
tion. The number of com- 
plaints of shining in rural 
areas was increasing.” 

The new law does not 
prohibit raccoon hunters 
from carrying lights during 


their hunting season, bet- 


ween September 1 and Mar- 
ch 31, Opolka says. Other ex- 
ceptions include use of lights 
by law enforcement officers, 
utility workers in perfor- 
mance of their jobs, people 
driving on highways or sear- 
ching for mail box or house 
numbers. 

“People who just like to 
drive around observing wild- 
life still have that option 


during the dark hours before .

“They should make sure 
there are no firearms in 
their cars, though.”’

By the time 
the eggs hatch, the snow wiil 
be pretty much gone and the 
lakes and streams of the 
area will be pretty much free 
of ice. 

In addition, the crows 
are back. They shifted south 
early in the winter, not to the 
far south but just far enough 
to be assured of a food sup- 
ply. The crows .which are 
here now may move further 
north as the — season 
moderates to be replaced by 
others of their kinds. So if 
you are getting cabin fever, 
rest assured that snow-melt- 
ing time is just around the 
corner.

Million in Taxes 


JACKSON,  Mich.-More 
than $97.6 million in real and 
personal property taxes 
were paid to nearly 1,400 
units of government in the 
lower peninsula of Michigan

The Hall Tree 


By Esther C. Hall 


Others have written of 
‘Grayling in the past’—1I too, 
would like to add a bit. My 
story starts in the 1890’s; and 
on a street named Railroad 
Reserve: so catied because 
they intended to lay a rail- 
road along this route. They 
did have a warehouse here; 
and this building was bought 
by my parents (Frank and 
Vie Jennings), and made in- 
to their home. Six of their 
nine children were born on 
this spot; which is located 
across from the AuSagra 
Acres main building; inbet- 
ween their TV aerial (next to 
Matt Bidvia), and an oak 
tree which my sister Alice 
(Shaw) planted at this for- 
mer 306 R.R. Reserve. For 
more than 50 years, quiet, 
reverent, church services 
were held in our home (as is 


found in the N.T. of the 
Bible); so, it was Holy: 
Ground to me. 


At one time, maybe before 
I was born, my mother sold 
stock for a nursery; and our 
big yard showed evidence of 
it: 2 rows of poplar trees in 
front were a landmark to 
many. In the yard were fruit 
trees, grape vines, currant 
bushes, rhubarb, green 
onions, sage, flowers, and 
etc. Ma sold chickens to 
Cassidys when they ran the 
Shoppenagon. 

We were so poor that our 
names didn’t get in the paper 
when we were born (I wat- 
ched for mine in the 1906 
news); but we were 
surrounded by poor people, 
even to Indians and Finnish. 
We never quarreled with 
them, nor were prejudized in 


any way toward them. I do’ 


remember Indian homes 
were poorer than ours; even 
Shops’ by the river. One 
time, on a picnic, my folks 
gave Shops some ice cream, 
he spit it out and said hot. 
One Indian woman (Chitigo, 
living on Madsen) gave Maa 
beautiful pieced quilt; the 
pieces seemed  postage- 
stamp size to me. Ma helped 
care for her husband when 
he was dying; she helped 
many. in times of sickness. 
Pa was a carpenter. We 
didn’t have toys like children 
do today; but he made us a 2 
seated wooden swing; and 
set a plank on a spike on a 
post for our merry-go-round. 
Once he made a scale model 
of a merry-go-round (that 
worked), but must have sold 
it and all rights to someone. 
The dirtiest I] ever saw Pa 
was when he came home 
from helping fight a forest 
fire where the golf course is 
now. We had a one rail fence 
in back to keep the neigh- 
bor’s cows out of the garden; 
how I and friends liked to flip 
over this rail. Later, the 


chicken coop was my 
playhouse. 

My brother Loyd (one of 
first firemen, carpenter, 


fisherman, guide) built his 
one room cabin on the north 
end of the land; also a work- 
shop, where he had a punch- 
ing bag, and even had dan- 
ces there. These all vanished 
as the AuSagra Acres took 
form. It grieved me as they 
cast aside this part of 
Grayling’s history (maybe 
unknown), and changed it to 
Lawndale Drive. We were 
happy there even though 
part of the — poorer 
population. 

How scared I was the first 
time the Doctor’s (Insley or 
Canfield) automobile drove 
up in front of the house.
